as of say 1952,the “official" number of une:sployed in the Soviet cone 
of Uermany, including Jerlin, was 271,000, The major portion of these 
unemployed were wonen. The munber of unesployed is considerably higher, 
however, . Since these persons who have been offered work with the 
People's Police or .ismut a.G,. and have refused sure not resognized as 
being unemployed. The cortention of LO. authorities that there is a 
shortase of workers is true only insofar as it vertains to quulified 
ensineers, technicians, sseclalists and experts. This shortage of 
guelified and trained versonnel] has been caused by faulty and insuf- 
ficient training of young people ready to enter the labor force. 

The expansion of industrial production capucity hae also cortributed 
to the growing shortaze., a further reserve is to be found in the 
million and a half self-e.nloyed persons who are not considered to be 
a part of the "People's wcononys".. [he cumber of self-enployed de- 
creases continuously as repressive econouwic scasures, inciuaing ex- 
pronriation, are instituted against this class. 


anployment of owen in Industry 


The number of women being employed by Ja industry is increasinz. It 
is planned that by 1955 women will constitute 39° of the e.ployed 
labor force, “omen are already oarforming heavy work in tne construc- 
tion and crining industries, iiurseries and kindergartens are being 

set up in increasing numbers, esoecially in and near heavy industry 
centers, so that mothers with children can be employed. 


Unproductive Labor 


Jince 1951 ,weasures have oeen introduced for the purpose of decreasing 
the nucber of unproductive workers, particulariy clerical and adiini- 
strative personnel in unions, parties and coumunal organizations, Ihe 
main adwinistration of ¥oj's (Hauptdirextion der zonalen Yereinisung 
Volkseigener Jetriebe) has been oraered to cut its personel by 254 by 
1 July 1952. «a Similar cut was ordered for the lower ecnelons of the 
Du. labor rederation (F0US).
